Governing  the  Procedure  to  Be  Followed  in  the  Taking 
of  a  Plebiscite  under  Section  197  (2)  of  the  “  Pro¬ 
vincial  Elections  Act,”  for  the  Purpose  of  Ascer¬ 
taining  the  Views  of  the  Owners  in  Gulf  Islands 
Hospital  Improvement  District  No.  9. 

1.  “  Voter  ”  means  every  person  who  is  a  Canadian  citi¬ 
zen,  21  years  of  age  or  older,  and  is  the  owner  as  defined  in 
the  “  Water  Act  ”  of  land  situate  in  the  Gulf  Islands  Hospi¬ 
tal  Improvement  District  No.  9,  or  the  authorized  agent  of 
any  board  or  corporation  that  is  the  owner  of  such  land,  or 
legal  representative  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died, 
become  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is  qualified  to  be  registered 
as  a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act.”

5.  The  Returning  Officer  shall  publish  his  Proclamation,  in

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one  leading 
daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all  parts  of 
the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  newspaper  to 
appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature
